vas pronounced dead, paying the 
penalty for the murder of his mother 
•Is brother and two hired men on the 
Mberta farm. 

Without assistance from the Jail 
'hysician, the slayer of four mounted 
the 21 scaffold steps that led to his 
doom. 

After eating n hearty breakfast and 
talking with Adjutant Stewart, 
Salvation Army officer, Booher's 
spiritual adviser, Booher stated that 
he had made his peaco with God and 
was ready to go. 

The trap was sprung nt 4:40 and at 
4:50 life was declared extinct by Dr. 
Henry, jail physician, the body cut 
down and the black flag hoisted 
over the ecaffold.

PRAIRIE FIRES CAUSE 
SERIOUS LOSS 


The streets have been a littio bit 
muddy since the snow storm Monday 
night. A few holes have been made 
muJ some cars went In as far as the 
'enders and body would permit. 


Bevoral serious prairie fires in the 
southern part of the province have 
resulted in considerable deeructlon of 
farm property as well as grass on 
the ranges. It is pointed out by BenJ. 
Lawton, Provincial Game and Fire 
Commissioner, that those who find 
It necessary to., sot fires should take 
every precaution to prevent It from 
escaping, and anyone driving through 
the country should refrain from 
throwing lighted matchs and live cig- 
arsor clgartte Btubs away before 
they are extinguished. 

The burning of stubble on gralr 
fields in the past has resulted In con¬ 
siderable damage from fires which 
have been allowed to escape. It is 
considered that the stubble and straw 
left on grain fields where combine 
harvesters have been used may 
prove to be even a more carious men¬ 
ace where this is burned preparatory 
to plowing. Itwould be well for all 
who find it necessary to burn stubble 
of this kind to take special precauti¬ 
ons even inaddition to those provided 
for by The Prairie Firos Act. 

Where burning is to be done at any 
season of the year for the purpose of 
destroying stubble, straw or bush 
or where it is considered necessary tc 
utilize fire for the clearing of land 
a fire guard is required,and the fin- 
in every instance must be watched 
by three adult persons, equipped with 
suitable appliances for the extin¬ 
guishing of fires, and tho fire must 
bo v/atched and guarded until it has 
been extinguished. A fire guard must 
be provided before ktndltug any such 
fire and must be ten feet wide if 
burning is to be done before May 7th 
and twenty fcot wide if it is to bo 
done after that date.

Count Richard du Manoir do 
Jauaye has lived for 25 years in one 
half of a frame house In the village 
of Westmeath, near Pembroke, On¬ 
tario. All that time he has known he 
was next In line to the family estates 
and titles, together with the flue old 
Norman chateau. The property 
which has now fallen to the Count on 
his succeesslon to the family title Is 
situated near Bayeux and it is his 
intention to leave Westmeath for 
France and his ancestral home to¬ 
gether with the Countess and thetr 
son and heir. 

The Count, who acted as house 
painter and general handy man ir.

meath, was known as Richard Du 
Manoir. This is the second Euro¬ 
pean title to be inherited by a Cana¬ 
dian within the past few weeks, the 
other case being Lnat of the Earl of 
Egmont former rancher of Prlddis, 
Alta.

"Talking Postcards” will in 
future, make It possible to dispense 
with ordinary printed greeting cards 
at Christmas and on birthdays. The 
latest novelty is a very smnll gramo¬ 
phone record printed on a picture 
postcard. It is about three inches in 
diameter and looks like a thin brown 
filament, but is shaped and marked 
like an ordinary record.

It is recognized by other countries, and more 
particularly the smaller nations, that Canada has no selfish purpose to serve 
through its membership in the League: that, on the contrary, the Canadian 
attitude is one of disinterestedness, based wholly in a desire to render ser- 
\ ice to mankind. The Canadian position in the League lias always been for 
peace, conciliation, recognition of tlie rights of others, and, especially, not 
merely fair treatment but open generosity and sympathy for minorities. 

Because of this unselfish attitude. Canadians are welcome in all lands, 
and the high opinion entertained for this country is proving a real asset 
to the business and commercial interests of the Dominion in the opening and 
development of foreign markets for Canadian products. 

Now. one of the most influential men in India, Sir Rabindranath 
Tagore, the world renowned poet, outlines to Canada a duty which rests 
upon this young Dominion, not only to itself, or to a group of nations, but 
to wide world. Sir Rabindranath was a distinguished guest and speaker at the 
lecent Conference of the National Council of Education held at Vancouver, 
and in his farewell message to Canada he gave expression to views which 
Canadians everywhere may well lead, ponder over, and to which they 
should give heed. 

"Canada,” he said, “is too young to fall a victim to the malady of dis¬ 
illusionment and scepticism, and she must believe in the great ideals in the 
face of contradiction- for she has Ihc great gift of youth; she has the

Canada will have to reconcile 
the efficiency of the machine with the creative genius of man which must 
build its paradise of self-expression, reconcile science with religion, individ¬ 
ual right with the social obligation that it must acknowledge. She must 
dream of the introduction of honesty even In politics, which is the self- 
interest of the nation, knowing that such interest can only have its sure 
foundation in international friendships. She must ever hope to be able to 
win the heart of the world by offering the best that she produces.” 

Although his actual knowledge of this country was limited, Sir Rabin¬ 
dranath said Canada possessed powers of character and material resources 
that would enable her to carve out a destiny free from "the fatigue that old 
civilizations suffer from in the shape of cynicism.” 

This is an inspiring vision of Canada’s place in the world. It is one that 
calls for the best that every citizen, regardless of his race or creed, can 
contribute. And it is because the Canadian people of tomorrow will be a 
development of the cosmopolitan population of today that the Canada of the 
future will find within itself the ability, the sympathy, the international view¬ 
point, which will make possible such a great contribution to the future oi 
mankind and the ultimate and lasting peace of the world, for, until the race 
problem is solved there can be no peace in any country, or in the world ai 
large.

Ottawa.—The special standing com- 
mlttee of commons on Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railway affair* held its first 
meeting recently, when General Fis- 
et.

Sir Henry Thornton, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways, stated that the report of the 
railway showed the calendar year, 
1P28, was the most satisfactory of 
its history, both financially and from 
an operating standpoint. 

Out of. every dollar tradio re¬ 
ceipts earned by the C.N.R., 17.64 
cents was available for interest. On 
United States class 1 railways only 
15.21 cents was available for inter¬ 
est. Sir Henry thought this was very 
satisfactory, particularly as many 
lines were in new districts. 

To the question whether the in¬ 
creased receipts of the C.N.R

Why Cement and 

Plaster Need Painting 

_____ 

It is seldom one secs a cement, 
concrete, stucco, plaster or brick 
surface painted. It seems to he the 
general asumption that these sub¬ 
stances are amply able to protect! 
themselves from weather and othei 
destructive conditions. 

But that is a mistake. It is well! 
known that cement is a moisture ab¬ 
sorbent, and it isn’t A rue that the 
moisture does not harm it. It is al- 1 
most as important to prevent rain 1 
from penetrating the surface of these I 
rough mineral outsides as it is to 
protect wood and iron from rain. 

But just any kind of paint will not 
do. It must be a special cement paint 
having a chemical composition not 
affected adversely by lime or alka¬ 
lies. j 

It Is important that owners of 
commercial and manufacturing 
buildings, grain elevators, residences, j 
garages, silos, etc., with absorbent 
outside surfaces, should realize the*' 
advantages of painting them that 
they will last longer, look better and 
need fewer repairs after being so 
treated. 

Many accidents happen from 
warming varnish and other mixtures 
that contain inflammable liquid. Al¬ 
most every day it happens. “Hap¬ 
pens” does not seem to be the best 
word to use, however, for it is dis-! 
covered that such “accidents” (an¬ 
other wrong descriptive word), are 
usually the result of want of com¬ 
mon horse sense. 

Anybody should know that to' 
place highly inflammable substances 
like turpentine and benzine by a hot' 
or even warm stove is more than 
likely to cause an explosion. “She 
was heating a pot of varnish on the 
stove and it exploded.” Of course it 
did; did she think it would simply 
boil over, like a pot of soup?— Paint¬ 
ers’ Magazine.

Nelson used In his cabin In the Vic¬ 
tory, and which today occupy their 
former position In the old battleship 
at Portsmouth, are to be sold by 
their owner. 

The furniture consists of a ma¬ 
hogany dining table (which has fold¬ 
ing leaves), sideboard, and wine 
cooler. 

According to the description afilx- 
(d In the cabin, the furniture was 
made by W. Wilkinson, of Ludgate- 
11 ill, in 1800. 

When Nelson’s body was being 
brought to England, the Victory put 
back Into Rosla Bay, Gibraltar, and 
the furniture was put ashore, where 
It is believed to have been secretly 
sold by one of Nelson’s servants. 

In 1862 it was bought by the 
grandfather of tho present owner, 
who lent It to the Victory in Octo- 
ber last.

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OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT 

IN OPERATION SOON

The Old Age* Pension Act will 
probably come into operation in 
Alberta in about a month according 
to a statement made on Thursday 
by Premier Brownlee. The Act it 
has been decided by the Executive 
Council will be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Workmen’s Compe¬ 
nsation Board, and arrangements 
are being made for this board to 
adminster the provisions of the new 
Act. Under the proposed plan it i 9 
necessary for each province sharing 
in the benefits of the Dominion 
legislation to submit its supplement¬ 
ary and contributary legislation to 
Labour,for final ratification and to 
draw up a formal agreement of opera¬ 
tion. As soon as this stop lias been 
taken it is expected the Alberta Act 
will come into effect. ^Tha payment 
of pensions will not become retroac¬ 
tive but will date from the time the 
Act is proclaimed.
